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The Differtation on the Liberty of the Prefs continued. 


» AVING confidered the Liberty 
a of the Prefs in a political Light, I 
iG beg Leave to confider it itil farther 
PY in the Relation it has to Learning ; 
i nor will leave her Caufe entirely 
Yj, neglected, to whom we all are fo 
: greatly indebted. Unqualified as I 
am to plead the Caufe of Learning, 
unbleft by Nature, unaided by Improvement, I will not 
enter into fo large a Field, as to undertake difplaying the 
infinite Advantages and Bleflings which the pours forth in 
fuch Abundance on Mankind, a conftant Emanation of the 
divine Being ; and I, in the prefent Cafe, fee with lefs Re- 
gret my own Inability, becaufe the Tafk is, in fome fort, 
unneceflary : For who is there, from the moft exalted Ge- 
nius, the moft inftruéted in Arts and Sciences, down to 
the lowelt Rank of Men who in any Degree partake of 
Underitanding ; who is there that is not, in fome meafure, 
acquainted with the Benefit he derives from her ? The Sailor 
well knows the Means fhe has applied to the overcoming 
and facilitating his perillous Undertakings ; even the com- 
mon Mechanic, though not informed of the Principles, 
acknowledges the Conveniency and Advantage he receives : 
In fhort, every Man, who holds Correfpondence or even 
common Converfation, owes the doing fo to her : The beft 
Part of private Amufement, and the whole of public Utility, 
is her Gift, There is no Man, I prefume, in this Country 
or Age, fo devoid of Humanity, fo great a Barbarian, as 
to profels himfelf an Enemy to Learning. 

I may well then {pare enlarging on this Subje&t; the 
Difcouragement fhe will labour under, cannot fail of having 
great Weight with every Man, and the Difcovragement is 
fo obvious, that almoft as little neceffary to infift on it. 
Learning is of fo delicate and refined a Nature, that fhe will 
not bear ill Treatment: Impatient of Shackles and Con- 
finement, fhe cannot live without Freedom and Encourage- 
ment; fhe detelts a Licenfer, and, far from fubmitting to 
attend and pay her Court to a Tyrant, who may curtail 
and treat her and her Offspring like another Procruftes, 








At Sight of human Ties, 
Spreads her light Wings, and in a Moment flies. 


She feeks happier Climes, and warms the Fancy and ani- 
mates the Genius of none but Subjects of a free State. This 
is abundantly evinced by the Hiftories of Greece and Italy, 
where Liberty and Learning have gone hand in hand, have 
together flourifhed and funk by equal Degrees. Under the 
Reign of Lewis IV. there were indeed Men of great Talents 
and Learning ; but this was owing to a fictitious kind of 
Liberty which that Prince created, cherifhing and encou- 
raging Learning by Honours and Rewards, and ereéting a 
fort of literary Republic and Sanétuary for learned Men, 
within the Limits of his abfolute Dominion: This how- 
ever, depending only on his Favour, could not laft long; 
and, towards the latter part of his Reign, the French com- 
plained * of being cramped, and were fo conftrained, as 
tither to have wrote nothing at all, or exprefs'd their 
Thoughts by Halves: And des Maizeaux, lamenting that 
the French had left diftinguifhing themfelves, either by

Learning or Wit, with great Reafon attributes it to the 
Narure of their Government. Regis, the famous Philo 

fopher, was obliged to iolicit Ten Years for a Licenfe to 
publith his Philotophy, and obtained it at laft on Conditions 
of retrenching whatever di:pleafed his Cenfors. In our 
own Country, one of the great Ornaments of our Country, 
1 am forry to ‘ay it, at the fame Time both an Ornament 
and Difgrace to our Country, was condemned to and fuf 

fered, an ignominious fhall [ call it or glorious, Death, 
for laying down Maxims which are now iu fo high Vogue, 
that it would be at this Time thought as ftrange to difpute 
them as it was then to advance them ; for writing, or having 
made Preparations to write, a Book * (without having ever 
publifhed any thing) which is now receiv’d with univerfal 
Efteem and Admiration: To maintain Liberty at the Ex- 
pence of his Blood, belongs more to the Province of a Sol- 
dier than a Writer; but to lay down Life on a Scaffold, is 
ftill a greater Hardfhip. Few will be ambitious of Fame 
on fuch Terms. 

Let me then, in Behalf of Learning, implore the Fa- 
vour of thofe Gentlemen who compofe the prefent Admi- 
niftration : If there are thofe amongft them who have not 
the Fortune of having been born great Wits, let them not 
expofe themfelves to the Calumnies of their Enemies, who 
will be ready to alledge that they owe the Mufes a Grudge 
for not having been propitious, and that, having an Anti- 
pathy to Wit, they are intent on it’s Extirpation ; let them 
rather difarm the Malice of fuch Accufations, by fhewing 
they have the Humanity to confider, that it might have 
fallen to their Lot to have been Wits ; that they are not en- 
dued with fo favage a Difpofition, as to exercife a Cruelty 
with regard to a Cafe which might have been their own. 
On the other hand, if others amongft them have Parts cul- 
tivated by Learning, as I readily and with Pleafure admit, 
Jet them not be fo ungrateful to bring fuch an Injury on 
Letters, from which they had received fo great Benefit ; not, 
Sultan-like, deliver over Truth to be ftrangled by their 
Mutes, and curfe this Country with worfe than Egyptian 
Darknefs. I would too beg Leave to mention, that there 
appears at prefent to fubfift a Bargain or tacit Compact be- 
tween the People and their Minifters, which the latter would 
be much in the wrong to be the firft to break, as it is ad- 
vantageous enough on their Part ; for it feems agreed on 
all hands, that the Miniftry may do what they will, pro- 
viding they let the People fay what they pleafe. I would 
likewife fubmit to their Confideration, that there is one 
Nufance which they can with little Reafon complain of, 
for the People have been all to a Man fo modeft as to have 
not greatly perfecuted them with Panegyric. 

Far from meditating any perfonal Attack in any Inci- 
dents which I have had Occafion,to touch on, I have with 
great Care avoided it, and moderated myfelf in Compliance 
to the prefent Temper of the Times; tho’ I will endeavour 
to fhew fome Time or other, that nothing is fo injurious to 
the Public, or fo great an Encouragement to Wickednefs, as 
that fafhionable Notion, with great Art introduced, of fepa- 
rating Perfons and Crimes ; as if Crimes could exift with- 
out Perfons to commit them ; and as if there would not be

Perfons enough ready to partake of the Profit accompanying 
Crimes, when they can fo eafily diveft themfclves of the 
Scandal, and to laugh at thofe who can be fo egregioufly 
impofed on into the Bargain. I am free then to acknow- 
ledge, notwithitanding the pretended Danger of the Prefs, 
that it’s Liberty ought Mill to be carried into greater 
Lengths; but when it goes fuch Lengths, it ought always 
to be founded on the greateit and graveit Authority, with- 
out which it will, I hope, meet with that Deceflation it 
deferves. At prefent I have nothirg in View but the De- 
fence of the Liberty of the Prefs, and the Juflification of 
our Miniflers from the falie Reprefentations whicu have 
been made of them on that head: At the fame Time, I 
hope to mect with their Excufe ; and that it will not Le 
looked on as any Impeachment of the Honefty of their 
Intentions, if I have endeavoured, or fhall endeavour, to 
confirm them in. their prefent Sentiments, by fome Confi- 
derations, in which, as 1 have been, and hall always be, 
fincere, ferious, and direét, I hope they will not, on their 
part, be jealous of any finitter Meaning or malign Infinua- 
tion : It would be the greateft Folly for Perfons, who have 
it not in their Intentions tedo what they dare not hear, to 
put on the Appearance of being afraid to hear, and of Self- 
Condemnation ; it will naturally create violent Sufpicions, 
that there is fomething on the Carpet which, even in the 
Opinion of the Miniftry, will not bear Examination. If 
an Adminittration is juft and upright, it is for their Advan- 
tage that the Truth fhould be known ; if it is corrupt and 
wicked, then for the Advantage of the People, But as 
where Crimes are there are always Criminals, io there will 
be always fome one to oblige by a Suppreffion of ‘Truth, 
while a Licenfer is vefted with that Power, and perhaps 
the very Patrons of the Licenfer will not be the moft un- 
likely People in the World to fometimes ftand in need of 
the Favour. 

But to leave Adminiftrations, which notwithftanding the 
great Refpeét and Veneration I have for them, I cannot 
flatter fo far, as to fuppofe that any particular one is of fuch 
Importance that it’s Continuance is any way neceflary to 
the Salvation of this Country ; fuch Advice, fuch Proceed- 
ings, are but ill calculated for the Service of a Family, to 
whom alone that Compliment is due, who has the Profpeét 
of reigning (and I hope will reign) Ages over a free People : 
A free People will always love and obey * Prince protecting 
their Freedom ; while Liberty fubfitts, they will be eager, 
zealous, and bold, to fupport the Guardians of their Li- 
berty ; while the Prerogative is exerted only in Lefence of 
Liberty, Liberty will be reciproca!ly a Security to the Pre- 
rogative ; and the Spirit of the People, far from being dan- 
gerous, will be turned all to the Advantage of the Crown, 
will be liable to Emotion, will be fufceptible of Flame, 
only upon the Occafions and for the Affiitance of their Pro- 
teCtors: But if Oppreffion fhould introduce Indiff'r nee, 
and the People think they are not poffefs’d of any ching 
worth ftruggling for, it is more than probable thac they 
would not firiggle at all on any great Emergency, at haf 
not employ their Force in that Way in which their Lords 
and Maiters would perfuade them. From this it is evident, 
that Danger cannot arife from a reatonable Induly neces 


that it can arife only by fpreading Alarms and sshog 
Mittrufts of Defigns on Liberty, when perhaps in «ffeét 
there are none, and Meafures proceeding folcly from on ills.

Liberty, when not overftrained. Put the Cafe to any Man 
if he found himfelf on a fudden feized, and by Force dif- 
abled from making an Outcry, would not he have Reafon 
to apprelend ‘ome Injury on the Point of enfuing? That 
blin J implicit faith, which mult nec: firily follow a Re- 

ton the Prefs, is Popery, or whatever a Government 
pleaf, iu Politics as well as Religion. It will, in all Pro- 
bab uty, entail on us a difhonef Miniftry, partial Judges, 
an,‘ terate Clergy, anda flavith Laity. A Scheme, fraught 
with fo much Miichief, cannot fail of being oppofed by the 
united Voice of the People ; which | hope is too powerful 
for any Combination whatever.

Laft Saturday Evening the fame Ladies who were robb’d 
the Monday before near Audley Chapel, by three Men on 
Horleback, were robb’d again of Seven Guineas by one 
of the fame Men, on the fame Spot. °*Tis faid, the Watch 
the Ladies were robb’d of on the Monday, was a very cu- 
rious one, and colt feveral hundred Pounds, 

On Monday Evening two Gentlemen on their Return 
from Hackney for Newington, were robbed by three Foot- 
pads of their Watches, Money, &c. the Perfons that com- 
mitted this Robbery, have committed feveral lately there- 
abouts. 

The Lime Man of War, Capt. Burchal, has had an En- 
gagement with Don Pedro, the famous Spanifh Privateer, 
to the Windward of Antigya, in which fhe had received a 
confiderable Damag*, and Capt. Burchal reccived in the 
Engagement three Wounds, but not mortal. 

The following Particulars — to M. Bourdenay we

Bourdenay was by the Interett of Relation continued in Em 
ployment, and promoted from Time to Time, till at length 
he was appointed to command the Spuadron that failed io 
take Madrafs or Port St. George, However, before he could 
accomplifh the Expedition, and return home, his Friend 
loit his Influence, and in fhort his Employment in the In- 
dia Company, which made the Admiral call to Mind the 
Circumitances he was formerly in with regard to the defi- 
cient Million, and determin’d him to defert bis Command, 
and made off with moft Part of the Riches he took at Ma- 
drafs. The Particulars of his being taken, and of his falling 
in with an Englith Ship of Force, are related very diffe- 
one ; and the Determination of the Court about him are 
equally unknown. He ftruck however, about the End of 
the laft Month, to Capt. Bladwell, and is now a Prifoner 
in Pendennis Caftle, im the Weft of England. Is is reported, 
that he converted all the Spoil of the Place into Diamonds. 

They write form Berlin, that his Pruffian Majefty has 

ranted a free Paflage to the Ruffian Trrops through his 

ominions, and has offered to furnifh them with Provifions, 
and other Neceffaries. The Marquis de Valori, the French 
Minifter, had fo little Apprehenfion of this, that he was on 
the very point of laying before the King a Plan for ftopping 
the Progrefs of thofe Forces, upon the Frontiers of Silefia.

LOW COUNTRIES. 

Hague, Fan. 1.O.S. We have Letters from Breda which 
fay, that two Days before the Defeat of the laft Convoy, 
the French had fent another, lefs confiderable to Bergen-op. 
zoom, which was attacked upon the Road by 29 of Fran. 
gipani’s Huffars, who killed feveral Men and took feveral 
Horfes, with the Lofs of one Man only. 

Flufhing, Fan.6, O.8. A Perfon is arrived here this 
Moment trom Williamftadt, who reports, that the French 
has made a large Detachment of their Army, who had 
taken the Road towards Oudenbofch, which Place the Allj 
abandon’d on their Approach, as it was an open Town of no 
Strength, and confequently uot in their Power to defendit, 
That the French, in their March thither, had made them- 
felves Matters of the open Towns and Villages of Groen 
hout, Rofendaal, Cryfland, Gaitel, &c. At their paffing 
by Bergen-op-zoom, they fent away a Body of Forces to 
befiege olen, a fortify’d Town, in which there isa pretty 
good Garrifon ; and no fooner had they enter’d Oudenbolth 
than they detached between 14 and 15,000 Men, whoare 
now actually upon full March over the Ice, to befiege Wil- 
liamftadt ; which laft Place we feem in no Pain about, 2 
we have a ftrong Poft well fortified at Klundert, which 
is very near it, and a good Garrifon in the Town of Wil- 
liamitadt, and can at Pleafure, not only throw in more 
Forces, but even fupply them with Neccflaries; fo that 
tis not in the leaft doubted by us here, that they will be 
certainly baffled in this their bold Attempt, even if the Frof 
fhould continue; but fhould a fudden Thaw come on, ass 
frequent with us, we can’t fee how ’tispoffible for them t 
efcape being either deftroy’d or made Prifoners; one oF 
other of them we hope will certainly be the Cafe, as we ate 
pretty {ure the Garrifonof Williamitadt will makean effet 
ual Stand againit them. 

‘Tis fear’d we muft give up Tolen, as "tis not in ouf 
Power to fuccour it.
